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REMARKS 


In the Office action, the Examiner determined that three patentably distinct 
species are presented by the present application, and has required applicant to elect 
a single species for prosecution on the merits. The Examiner has identified Species 
A as being shown in Fig. 4, Species B shown in Fig. 5 and Species C shown in Fig. 
6. 

Accordingly, applicant hereby elects Species A (Fig. 4) for prosecution on the 
merits. It is respectfully submitted that claims 1-7, 9-14, 17 and 20-22 read on 
Species A. It is further submitted that claims 1, 2, 9-13, 17 and 20-21 are generic to 
Species A, B and C.
